A THREADBARE HUMEUG.

The statement in yesterday's dispatches
of thesbandonment of that fity-million-
dollar gas improvement eorporation, which
tad reached the stuge of getting a New Jer-
sey charter, shows that the business of
Sooding the world with fictitious securities,
on the iulse pretense that they will yield
monopolistic profits, s about on its last
legs, It is practically confessed that the
scheme fell through because English capital
bad been so frequently bitten by previous
swinales that it wonld not take this hook,
This contuins the assurance that the possi-
bilities of this most modernized form of the
wholesale bunko have been exhinusted,

This particniar example of the favorite
business of loading coufiding investors
with water was based on an indefinite alle
gotion that it would monopotize the gas
business in the cities and towns of the
country, The pretense was 3 palpable
bumbuog—first, because the creation of
such a monopoly would eall into existe
competing gus works in  every
city where they could be operated; and
second, becnuse in the cities where a mo-
vopaly could be held, their profits conld not
be enbanced by balding them all under one
combination. The eombinntion of ol re
fineries in Clevelund uoder the same eontrol
with oil refioeries in New York swells
profits by preventing them from competing
with eash other; but a gas mopopoly in one
gty does ot compete with a gas monopoly
io another. Thescheme was so utterly with-
out reason in & commercial point of view,
that it can only be repurded as an attempt to
bumbng investors by selling them §50,000,000
worth of watered stocks on the false pretense
that thoy would represent the profits of an
immense monopoly.

1t is satistactory to learn that confidence
games of that sort are played out. In con-
neetion with the report that a proseetition
has already been commenced in the United
States courts under the anti-trust law, it
leads to the hope that we are nenring the time
when people can only expect to make woney
by giving good value for what they receive,
and when it will no longer be the favorite
way to seek fortupe either by deceiving in-
vestors or by squeezing the publie,
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FATAL AND U=ELEss EFFORT.

Baron XNordeoskjold, in a recent inter-
view telegraphed to this country, deglared
his belief that Arctic explorations mist go
on wuuotil the seerets of the North Pole are
fally solved, A new cxpedition isto start
from Norway. He hopes it will penetrate
closer to the pole than sny previous explor-
ation. As to the benefits to be secured by
reaching the beart of the rce-bound regions
the Swedish explorer says: "“The North
Pole may be the key to & thousand things.
Who knows?"

The world will always be ready to vield
due honor to the seli-denial, darife and de-
wotion of its Arctic explorers. Bul with
fu!l recoguition o! the high aspirations that
prompt them to vuderwo  their sufferings, it
must be suid that his reasoning as to ita
results is far {rom logical, It is equivalent,
redueed to the bald terms of common seuse,
to slleging that the exploration o! the polar
region ey be of untold benefits, becanse
5o one koows suything of it. The dedue-
tion has the inuceuracy which is somwen
where enthusiasmjrises above reason; while
the statemment of fact, on which the logie is
based, is also incorrect.

We do not know enough of the polar
yegion to resch the comclusion that further
explorstion osn yield no secreta that will
compeasste for the suferiog and loss of lite
it will eost to make them. It has been os-
,ablisbed beyoud dispuie that it is a region
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simply the wantonness of scientific fanati-
cism. It is thought that sucoessful explora-
tion might throw light on sdme of the
abstrose problems ot astronomy, but even
that doubtful gain is more than over-
balanced by the tnet that the cost of one or
two expeditions, epent in telescopes and
observatorics, would reveal more about
astronomy without any loss of life.

Paust Acctic exploration has yielded its
greatest result in telling us that it is useless
to throw away valuable lives in the sttempt
to reach the Pole. There is nothing to be
found therethat will exceed in value thelives
that must be lost in the doubtful sitempts
to reach it.

THE IMPARTIAL VIEW.

As was cxpected, the pronounced organs
on opposing sides profess diametricslly op-
posite views of the furce and effect of Sen-
ator Emery's aow fawous Bradiord speech.
The Demoecratic organs declare it conelo-
sive. Those of the Republican stripe argue
it a very weak and picturesque failure.

Such are the diverse views which it sdits
the extreme partisans to take, 3

Meanwhile, if the same judges were sit-
ting impartially in the case asn private one
they would guite likely quickly agree in
place of splitting their opinions, They
would decide that while some of the evi-
dence which Ewery offered was mere hear-
sav, much of it was clearly such as would
call for immediate rebuttal and explanatidn
from & candidate who happens to be seeking
the highest office in the gilt of the people.

DISCREDITABLE TO BOTH.

The recent exposures made in France of
the relations of the Comte de Parisacl
General Boulanger, render it pertinent to
remark that the confessed attitude of
the leader of the Fresch Monarchy eannot
but affect the estimate which thinking
Americans will place upon the royal visitor
to this country. Of course, no disoreditable
thing done by one who has a title toroyalty
will make aoy difflerence to the tuft
hunters, who are ready to worship anything
in the form of royalty, But the American
people who have had & high opinion of the
Comte de Parisas an estimable though rather
perfunctory officer of the Union Army and
a4 & carcful and fair historian of our war,
cannot but feel their respest for him
diminished by what he himself admits of
his relations with Boulanger.

Of eourse the discovery that the Boulan-
ger movement was produced solely by the
funds of the Koyalists, and when Boulanger
reached power, was to turn over the Govern-
went to the Comte de Paris, puts that
military adventurer below the notice of
decent men. But what is of more importangs
to this eountry, is the position in which tha
descendant of Henry IV. is left by his own
statement. He says that he, “used such
fnstruments as be was able 0 reach.” The
argument that his resurrection of the throne
is not so important thil ne is obliged to use
whatever instraménts he can get bold of,
would, of covrse, be Greek to the Royalist
party; D#i 9t seems as if there oughtto be
eonsiderations of honesty in Jthe use of in-
strnments, which would appeal to the party
sdvoesting the restoration of a throne, to be
the fountain of honor and representative of
chivalry.

It is not to be supposed that sn aspirsst
1 a throne, any more than s candidate for
politieal honors, is responsible either for
the eharacter or the motives of all his sup~
porters. DBut when s disoreditable instru-
ment is used, there is a clear responsibility
forthe way in which theinstrument isgained,
1t is, unfortunately, beyond dispute that the
ability to use Boulanger was secured for
the Comte de Paris by direct purchase. It
cannot be held to exonerate the Prince
Irom the charge of purchasing a political
instrument, that the money was paid by the
Duchesse d'Usss, with his knowledge and
approval.

Berond that what this instrument was
hired to do reflects an equal discredit upon
the purchaser sud purchased. It was mot
to work up popular opinion in favor of the
Bourbon restoration. It was not even the
mere questionable method of workiog up a
democratic azitation which wounld drive
conservative Frenchmen ioto the Bourban
party. But it was the most dishonest course
of ull, that was outlined, for Boulanger to
gain control of the French Government, on
professions of the most ultra democraoy, and
then to turn over the Government to the re-
vival of the Bourban Monarchy, It was
simply a proposition that France should be
betrared by & purchased treason; and that
Franee shouid be subjected to the throne by
o eombination of foree and fraud. It is ex-
actly the same principle, or violation of it,
that would be Involved, if Presidental
eleotors elected to vote for ome candidate,
shonld be bought to vote for the opposition.

Ameries ean welcome the Comte de Paris
on the score of his old friendship for the
United States, Dut it should be elearly
understood that there is no indorsement in
this country of his part in & politieal bar-
gain which, for scandalous corruption,
has few equals in the politics of his country.

AGAIN A LITTLE LATE.

The fiery Colonel Shepard, whose antics
as a rabid politician have excited mnational
mirth, has new set up for & theologieal boss.
Becuuse Prof. Briggs, of the Union Theolog-
jeal Seminary, favored s revision of the
Presbyterinn creed, Colonel Shepard has
almost succeeded in bouneing him from the
faculty. The persicious wmetivity of this
son-in-law of the Vanderbills’ may bea
subject of humor where it carries no weight,
as in the incitement to & new war with the
South, but it is serions enough when it
threatens the position and field of wuseful-
pess of religicns teachers who are subject to
challenge and displacement if they bappen
to exceed the restless Colonel’s comprehen-
sion.

Meanwhile the waliant Colonel is almost
ss much behind the times in his war upen
revision as in his anti-South erusade. That
guestion has been peaceably settled in the
church councils,

AN UNCHALLENGED AUTHORITY.

The heated declaration is made by a
Demoeratic paper that the passage by the
House of & rule to fioe members lor absent-
ing themselves from roll-eall would be the
end of 1epublican government. Thia
evokes from the Philadelphia Press the
pertinent reply that in that case republiean
goveroment was destroyed in its very in-
ception, since the Censtitution gives each
branch of Congress power to compel the at-
tendance of members.

This is correct according to the letter. No
ressonable man wonld object to a bDon-
partisan rule to make members attend to
their business. Tt might have to be stipn-

that the rights of the minority include the
privilege of making the majority pass
partisan measures by & clear majority of
the whole House, The authority is Thomas
Brackett Reed, now Bpeaker of the House
of Representatives, and his declaration of
parlinmentary and constitutional privileges
was 89 follows:

This privilege, which the (Republiean) minor-
ity of the House at the iast sesslon availed
itsell of, wa privilege which every minority
bas availed itself of sinee the foundstion of
this Government. It is a valuable privilege
for the country that the mivority shall have
the right by this extraordinary mode of pro-
ceading to call the attantion of the country to
measures which a party in a moment of mad-
ness and of party feeling is endeavoring to en.
force upon -the citisens of this Jand. And it
works eqoally well with regard to all parties,
for all partiea have their times when they need
to be checked, so that they may receive the
opintons of the people who are their constitu-
euts, and who are interested in theresults of
their legisiation.

This exposition of the rights of the
minority for the benefit of the people, recog-
nized as Mr. Reed declared, “since the
foundation of the Government,” has never
been answered or explained. The aftitude
of the Republican leaders is that the con-
stitutional prioeiples which they once
asserted are of no value beside the question
of party advantage.

When the principles which the Speaker
has ranked smong those establisbed with
our system are thrown overboard ;for the
sake of turning out members of whose
election there is little yoom for doubt, the
assertion that econstitutionsl and repre-
sentative government i thereby imperiled,
does not seem to be so wholly without foun-
dation. &
